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Brokers Suffer More Than Poor' 


Boos, Jeers 
Greef Words 
... Of Ford Adviser 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The new chairman of 


President Ford's Council of Economic Advisers 
suggested Thursday that inflation was hurting Wall 
Street brokers proportionately more than the 
nation's poor. 


The statement by Alan Greenspan drew jeers and 


boos from many of the 180 delegates to a 
government-sponsored mini-summit conference on 
health, education and welfare inflation. 


There were few positive solutions to inflation 


offered at the conference. 


Greenspan was asked by trade unionists in the 


audience whether the Ford administration .wasn't 
making the poor suffer "a bit more" to make life 
easier for manufacturers and the upper class. 


"Everybody is hurt by inflation," Greenspan' 
declared. 


"If you really want to examine who, percentage- 


wise, is really hurt the most in these incomes, it's 
Wall Street brokers," he said. "I mean, their in- 
comes have gone down the most." 


Many of the delegates jumped to their feet in the 


Department of Health, Education and Welfare 
auditorium, voicing catcalls, boos, jeers and hisses. 


"That's the whole trouble with this administra- 


tion — Wall Street brokers," shouted an uniden- 
tified man in the back of the audience. 


Atthe conclusion of his address, Greenspan was 


applauded. But after the delegates broke up into 
smaller sessions, Greenspan's remarks were 
criticized again. 


"This incredible man who heads the CEA 


equates that some Wall Street financiers eat less 
steak and drink less champagne with poor people 
who have to eat dog food and finally the dog," said 
Joseph E. Lowery of the Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference. 


"When stockbrokers' income drops from f60,000 


to 125,000, they don't go hungry," added Rhoda' 
Karpatkin of the Consumers Union. 


Greenspan painted a dreary picture of the state 


of the nation's economy, saying that he knows no 
one "who looks on the outlook over the next six or 
nine months with any degree of optimism." 


"We're all essentially saying that the outlook for 


the economy is. very dull and sluggish going 
nowhere," he said. - 
^^ 


Virtually all of the delegates, representing about 


60 major national organizations, said tbejrppposed 
federal budget cuts to figlit inflation, and sonic 
spoke of support for increased federal spending. 


Only general solutions to inflation were put 


forth. Instead, there were suggestions on bow to 
cope with depression. The AFLrCIO, for example, 
suggested expanded unemployment insurance., 


A coalition of organizations including the 


NAACP recommended tax reform to plug 
loopholes in special tax shelters to help raise the 
necessary revenue. 


In a separate numummit panel discussion on th*7 


effect of inflation on the nation's poor, Mrs. 
LaDonna Harrisfan Indian and the wife of former 
Oklahoma Sen. Fred A. Harris, said she was angry 
that the federal government was even holding a dis- 
cussion of that kind. 


She said she wished the poor "had the money the 


government used to undermine the government of 
Chile." 


Several speakers said it was grossly unjust of the 


government to even consider cutting back on 
programs for the poor to help fight inflation when 
it is the poor who are suffering irwst from inflation. 


There were these other economic developments: 
—The nation's savings and loan associations 


sustained another big loss of savings in August, the 
Federal Home Loan Bank Board announced.

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Consolidation Of Law Enforcement Favored

Steps toward consolidating 


county and city law enforcement 
were outlined by the City-County 
Implementation Commission 
(CCIC) Police Services Task 
Force in a report Thursday. 


The report, to be forwarded to 


CCIC for action states that the 
fu ---member task force supports 
the recommendation of the 
Arthur D. Little report regarding 
consolidation of city and county 
governmental functions. 


"With the continuing ur- 


banization of the county the 
desirability of the consolidation 
of the governmental functions of 
the county and city including the 
law enforcement functions 
becomes 
increasingly 


desirable," the report states. 
Jbe Task Force recommends 


that CCIC sponsor legislation 
authorizing the transfer by con- 
tract of the patrol and criminal 
investigation functions of the 
sheriff to the City Police Depart- 
ment as recommended by the 
Little report 


However, it recommends 


against attempting to transfer 
the basic law enforcement func- 
tions and also against separating 
the patrol and criminal in- 
vestigation functions of the 
sheriff's office. 


In view of existing law, the 


task force recommended that 
the detention of city and county 
prisoners remain with the City 
Police Department until such 


--time as legislation may be 


enacted placing the responsibili- 
ty in the county rather than the 
sheriff. 


The group recommended that 


the CCIC sponsor legislation 
placing this responsibility with 
the county with authority to con- 
tract with other governmental 
agencies for the operation of 
detention and correctional 
facilities. 


Centralizing communications' 


for both the sheriff's department 
and the city police department 
was also urged by the task force. 
"It suggested that a message 
center be established in the 
County-City Building where 


communications from members 
of the public may be received 
and immediately transferred to 
the appropriate agency for 
handling. 
til' Expansion Urged 


The task force members noted 


that considerable public interest 
has been shown in the "911" 
emergency service, which does 
not extend throughout the coun- 
ty, and recommenced that this 
service be included in the cen- 
tralized communications center. 


The Task force spedficaUy 


recommends that the electronic 


data bank being developed by 
the City Police Department in- 
clude data from the sheriffs 
department and that both 
departments have access to it. 


It further recommended that 


the sheriff 
discontinue 


maintenance of separate 
criminal record files. 


Since the Little report states 


that both departments are "well 
run professional organizations," 
the task force recommended 
against incurring the expense of 
developing detailed data relating 


to the relative effectiveness and 
efficiency of the two 
departments. 


The task force also 


recommended that the sheriff 
continue to utilize existing ac- 
credited facilities for the basic 
training of candidates for his 
force and that the separate in- 
service training of officers in 
each department be continued 
for the present. 
^ 


Park Rangers Too 


In line with the suggestion of 


the Little report, the task force 


notes-that the law enforcement 
activities of the Municipal 
Auditorium and Airport Authori- 
ty have been taken over by the 
City Police Department and it 
recommends that those of the 
Parks~ and Recreation Depart- 
ment be done likewise. 


However, the task force 


emphasized that the parlc 
rangers should continue 
operating as a special unit under 
the jurisdiction of the police 
department but retain their 
special identity and "unique" 
uniforms. 


School In Boston Scene Of Fistfights 
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BOSTON (AP) - Black-white 


fighting broke out at one high 
school, several persons were in- 
jured when buses were stoned 
and city officials moved to con- 
trol1 outside agitators as Boston 
struggled on Thursday with its 
sixth day of busing to integrate 
schools. 


A neo-Nazi contingent from 


Virginia was ushered out of the 
state and a Ku Klux Klan 
organizer from Louisiana ran 
into opposition from the city on 
his plans to stage a Klan rally. 


Two stoning incidents were 


reported after schools in 
separate sections of the city, and 
three students were reported 
hurt A shot reportedly was fired 


at another school, but there 
were no injuries in that incident. 


Friday's classes were canceled 


at Hyde Park High School after 
racial tensions erupted into 
sporadic fighting there on 
Thursday. 


A school department 


spokesman said faculty 
members and administrators 


were scheduled to be at the 
school, however. He said the 
staff would try to gather 
together a group of black and 
white students in hopes they 
could talk out their problems. 


The school was scheduled to 


open again on Monday for only 
one or two grades, the 
spokesman said.

Members pointed out 
however, that LTS is seeking federal 
funds to purchase IS additional coaches. 


ExlensiM Suggefled 


The request for service was made by 


Clara Schwartz and other industrial park 
employes who said many workers have no 
transportation to their jobs now. She 
suggested that the S. 10th bus route could 
be extended to the industrial area. 


LTS Manager pick Frank reported ad- 


ditional service during morning and late 
afternoon bows would require one extra 
bus. 


Board Chairman Ross Martin noted 


that LTS did run a bus to the area last 
year, but that few people rode the bus. 


Board member Bob Campbell said the 


service was discontinued because of the 


fuel crisis, which forced LTS to curtail 
service to areas of Lincoln which 
generated the least amount of passengers. 


Frank reported that several studies are 


under way which are expected to show 
the city's transit needs. 


Ttkea PtBcy Eyed 


In other business, the board agreed to 


review its policy of having bus drivers dis- 
pense tokens to bus riders. 


Frank said he wants to discontinue the 


practke because "we just can't overcome 
our problems." Frank hinted that LTS is 
being short-changed by a few drivers. 


Campbell and other board members 


were reluctant to discontinue the sale of 
the tokens on the buses, even though 
tokens are sold at Lincoln banks. 


Said Campbell, "We're in a customer 


service business and this would be a very 
negative thing." 


The board also approved a public 


relations campaign mapped oat by Don 
Ferguson, president of-Ferguson and 
Associates.

Kissinger Warns Against Pressing Moscow 
n 


N.Y. Times Summary- 


Washington (UPI) - Secretary of State 


Henry A. Kissinger warned Thursday that con- 
tinuing efforts by some Americans to pressure the 
Sovfct Union might bring back the cold war and 
set off a costly new and unending arms race. 


"The temptation to combine detente with in- 


creasing pressure on the Soviet Union will grow," 
Kissinger cautioned. "Such an attitude would be 
disastrous... We will finally wind up again with 
the cold war and fail to achieve either peace or 
any ^humane seal." 


'In nearly three hours of testimony in Senate 


F'oreign Relations Committee hearings on the 
detente policy he helped initiate while still Presi- 
dertt Nixon's foreign policy adviser, Kissinger also 
resisted maneuvers which he believes might pre- 
vent an arms limitation agreement at the new 
SALT talks. 


Complexity, Simplicity 


The problem there is too complex ft be 


solved with a simple numerical equality and the 
mornent when a limitation might be achieved is 
too fleeting to risk, he urged. 


?'We face an opportunity that was not possi- 


ble 25 years, or even a decade ago," Kissinger 
said. "If that opportunity is lost, its moment will 
not quickly come again. 


.."Indeed, it may not come at all." 
•Kissinger was intentionally drawing a bead 


on some elements within Congress and the Pen- 
tagon who resist a limitation formula based on 
total kill-power.

- A leader of the forces desiring a basic one- 


for-fcne ceiling, Sen. Henry A. Jackson, D-Wash., 
was invited to Thursday's hearing by Committee 
Chairman J. William Fulbright, D-Ark., but 
declined on the'grounds that it was too early in 
1 President Ford's Administration to debate his 
foreign policy.

Jackson has also led the congressional effort 


to make a normalization of East-West trade con- 
tingent on relaxation of Soviet restrictions on 
emigration of Jews to Israel. 


Such pressure would be "disastrous," 


Kissinger said, and added: "We would not accept 
it from Moscow; Moscow will not accept it from 
us."

At the same time, the secretary-warned the 


Soviet Union that the United States could sustain 
— and surely wfti — a new arms race if it must. 


Room Jammed 


The room was aglare with television lights 


and jammed with spectators who could just see 
the Kissinger head over the crush of visitors and 
reporters seated just behind the witness table. 


Kissinger outlined the origins and ac- 


complishments of detente in a 50-page policy 
statement, and promised to strive in coming 
months to complete an agreement for strategic 
arms limitations through 1985, negotiate 
successfully on mutual force reductions in Cen- 
tral Europe, conclude a conference of European 
security and cooperation and continue efforts to 
limit the spread of nuclear weapons to additional 
countries. 


But he warned that c»ld war doctrines would 


be revived if the United States tried to use 
economic pressure to change the Soviet system, 
achieve military superiority or deny benefits to 
the Soviet Union. 


Could Blow It All 


In an apparent reference to congressional ef- 


forts to use trade policy as a wedge to change 
Soviet restrictions on Jewish emigration, 
Kissinger said "such an attempt would be futile 
and at the same time hazard all that has been 


' achieved." 


"A renewal of the cold war will hardly en- 


courage the Soviet Union to change its emigration 
policies or adopt a more benevolent attitude 
towards dissent," he said. 


Kissinger differed with Former Secretary of 


State Dean Rusk, Sen. Jackson, certain high-level 
Pentagon officials and others who have urged 
that the Soviets and the United States drop the 
proposed complex formula for arms reductions in ,, 
the strategic arms negotiations, and agree simply 
on a limited number of weapons. 


"Numerical balance is no longer enough," 


Kissinger said. "To achieve stability it will be 
necessary to consider as well .the impact of 
technological change in such areas as missile 
throw weight, multiple re-entry vehicles and mis- 
sile accuracy." 


Russia Leads In Missile Numbers, Institute Reports 
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LONDON (AP) - The Soviet Union is leading 


the world in the number of long-range missiles 
and China is "slowly'but steadily" building up its 
nuclear capability, an authoritative British 
research institute said Friday. 


limits annual survey, the International Institute 


for Strategic Studies reported that the Soviet 
Union has nearly 600 more long-range nuclear 
missiles in its armory than the United States. On 
present building plans the American atomic 
arsenal won't catch up for another five years, it 
added. 


China is developing an intercontinental missile 


capable of reaching the United States but it has 
not yet been tested, the institute said in a review 
of world military forces. 


The Soviet Union is also developing four power- 


ful new missiles that are far more accurate than 
those already deployed, the institute said. 


T& survey covers the year up to July-1974. 
The institute is a nonpartisan, nongovernmen- 


tal research organization for the study of defense 
and'other military matters as well as disarma- 
ment. Its membership and staff come from many 
countries. 


The survey showed a steady increase in Soviet 


intercontinental and submarine-launched nuclear 
missiles, while the number of American missiles 


has remained static since 1967. 


Both countries have added multiple warheads 


to their missiles over the years. The institute 
reported NATO has some 7,000 nuclear warheads, 
deliverable by a variety of vehicles, all ultimately 
controlled by the United States. 


"The figure for Soviet warheads is probably 


about 3,500," the report said, but added that 
"Soviet warheads are thought to be somewhat 
larger, on the average, than those of NATO." 


According to figures compiled by the institute, 


as of July the United States had 1,710 intercon- 
tinental and submarine-launched missiles, while 
the Soviet armory had climbed to 2,295. The in- 
stitute said 48 intercontinental ballistic missiles, 
or ICBMs, were added this year by the Soviets. 


If and when American building programs are 


completed, now forecast for 1978-1980, the United 
States will have 9,000 separately targetable 
warheads, the report said. The Soviet Union is 
expected to have 7,000 warheads at roughly the 
same time. 


Soviet warheads, however, generally pack a 


bigger bang, ranging up to 25 megatons. 
America's biggest, the institute said, is the Titan- 
2 with an estimated maximum warhead yield of 
10 megatons. A megaton is equal to the explosive 
power of one million tons of TNT. 


In China, the survey said, "a substantial expan- 


sion of nuclear production facilities is taking 
place, and the stockpile of nuclear weapons, 
which probably now stands at 200-300, both fis- 
sion and fusion, could grow rapidly." 


A multistage ICBM with a range of about 3,500 


miles, capable of reaching Moscow or Alaska, 
"may be ready for operational deployment." 


On conventional forces, the survey noted that 


U.S. forces were reduced by 78,000 men, while 
the Soviets increased theirs by 100,000, adding 


threemore divisions. The U.S. Navy is being built 
up again and "new ships are to be delivered faster 
than old ones are retired." 


The institute continued: "The over-all military 


balance in Europe is little changed but Soviet 
manpower and tank establishments have gone up 
and the numerical advantage of-the Warsaw Pact 
in tanks has further increased. NATO forces are, 
however, making significant purchases of an- 
titank guided weapons." 


Stennis Soys U.S. Navy No. 1 


Washington (AP) — Sen. 


John C. Stennis said Thursday 
speculation that the U.S. Navy is 
inferior to Russia's is false, alar- 
mist and potentially dangerous. 


The chairman of the Senate 


Armed Services Committee said 
in a Senate speech that "on a 
navy-to-navy basis, the Soviet 
navy does not match the 
capability of the U.S. Navy. 


He referred to reports, 


publications and statements, 
from a variety of sources that 
the balance of naval power has 
shifted to the Russians. 


"I think the thrust of these 


charges is false," the Mississippi 
Democrat "said. "Moreover, 
these charges can be dangerous 
since they undermine U.S. naval 
power in the eyes of our allies, 
our own seamen and the 
American people, and could en- 


courage the Soviet navy.to react 
recklessly or belligerently." 


Stennis cited the testimony 


this year of Adm. Elmo 
Zumwalt, former chief of Naval 
Operations, to support his view 
that the U.S. Navy is superior in 
over-all capability. 


The Soviet navy, Stennis said, 


"has a significant sea-based air 
power and no major amphibious 
assault forces." 


CIA Subsidized Chile Labor Unions 


Washington - Intelligence source! in Washington 


disclosed that the Central Intelligence Agency secretly 
subsidized striking labor unions and trade groups in Chile 
for more than 18 months before the late President 
Salvador Allende Gossens was overthrown. The CIA, the

Special Interests Giving Heavily 


Washington — Special in- 


terests that are trying to 
preserve or enlarge the favored 
treatment they now receive un- 
der the tax laws are contributing 
heavjly to the campaign funds of 
members of the House Ways and 
Means Committee, which 
originates all tax legislation. 


Official reports of 1974 cam- 


paign contributions to date show 
that, among the businesses with 
a specific, interest in the tax bill 
now pending before the com- 
mittee, the. oil and gas industry 
ranks first and the real estate 
business! second in the size of 
their total contributions to com- 
mittee members. 


Both industries are trying to 


fend off strong drives, backed in 
part-by-the administration, to 
eliminate some of their favored 
tax treatment. 


; Secvities Third 


The third biggest giver to 


Ways' and Means Committee 
menjpers is the securities in- 
dustry, which hopes that its 
depressed business will be 
rented by two provisions in the 
pending tax bill both of which 
would lower taxes substantially 
for inany investors, especially 
those' in the over-flOO.OOO in- 
come bracket. 


Three other industries with 


major tax concerns that have 
made the next-largest con- 
tributions to committee 
members are the banking in- 
dustry, public utilities and the 
trucking industry. »Public 
utilities and most of the larger 
bante would receive significant 
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benefits under the pending tax 
bill. 


The trucking industry, which 


pays taxes on gasoline, diesel 
fuel and tires that most experts 
believe do not fully reflect the 
benefits it gets from the federal 
highway system, has a long 
history of making large cam- 
paign contributions to 
legislators. 


Unions Lagging 


The total contributions so far 


this year to Ways^and Means 
Committee members by political 
committees representing labor 
unions is a little larger than the 
contributions of the known 
representatives of any single in- 
dustry. 


But the contributions to com- 


mittee members of the six most 
generous business interests — 
oil. real estate, securities, 
banking, public utilities and 
trucking, in that order — 
amount to four times the total 
labor union contributions of 
125.900. There is .almost no 
aspect of the pending tax bill 
that is acceptable to organized 
labor. 


21 Face Oppoveits 


The committee has 25 


members, of whom 21 are run- 
ning for re-election. Three have 
no opponent in the primary or 
general election.

Brotzman, R-Colo., is thought to 
be facing a real prospect of 
defeat. He had amassed a cam- 
paign chest of $72.847 by mid- 
August, $20,575 or 287o of which 
had come from the six big- 
contributor industries. 


The next most vulnerable 


member of the committee, Joel 
T. Broyhill, R-Va., had raised a 
total of $70,674 through the end 
of August, of which $13.750 or 
19.5% had come from the six 
heavily contributing industries 
with major tax concerns. 


Another possibly vulnerable 


member of the committee is

heard sharply criticizing the 
Federal Reserve for either (A) 
increasing themoney supply too 
fast or (B) not increasing it fast 
enough, now says that no central 
bank (presumably including the 
Fed) would or politically could 
repeat the Fed's "dismal" 1928- 
32 performance in letting the 
money supply shrink. 


With this crucial element 


missing," says Citibank, "a 
catastrophe of the 1930s' type is 
not likely to recur." 


Bottom Near 


The stock market, say many 


analysts, is approaching a final 
bottom. 


"Zero?" ask those of little 


faith.

The 
business leaders at their pre- 
summit meeting in Pittsburgh 
this week told the Fed to ease 
tight money. 


How About That? 


And, mirabile dictu, the Fed is 


showing signs of easing off. It 
has injected more than $1 billion 


into the money market. The 
Treasury bill rate has 
plummeted, and the stock 
market, which adores falling in- 
terest rates, has spurted upward. 


"A false dawn? A double- 


crossing rally?" ask the skeptics. 
And the sage counselors res- 
pond, "The only posture for con- 
servative investors must remain 
one of extreme caution." That is 
much better than panic. 


Good news on the unemploy- 


ment front: Unemployment is 
up to only 5.4%. In actual 
numbers that means 5.26 million 
jobless workers — or only 4.8 
million, seasonally adjusted. The 
jobless trend, admittedly, is still 
rising — but less rapidly than in 
earlier postwar recessions. 


Inflation Is A Cannibal 


Now for some good news on 


the inflation front, also from 
Citibank: "Two-digit inflation 
has already sown the seeds of 
what could become its own 
destruction. By shrinking the 
purchasing power of money or 
real cash balances — and 
depressing the market value of 
financial assets, it has contracted 
the real demand for goods and 
services." 


Here is a fresh thesis: Infla- 


tion, instead of feeding on itself, 
is eating itself up. 


To be sure, the wholesale 


price index rose by 3.97o in, 
August, for an annual rate of

unsustainable, unless of course 
the Fed relaxes money and crd- 
dit too much in response to the 
demands of businessmen, 
builders, savings bankers and 
the nonmonetarist economists. 


Good Oil News 


What's right at the Organiza- 


tion of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries? At their recent 
meeting in Vienna, OPEC an- 
nounced that the posted price of 
oil would stay at $11.65 a barrel 
for Arabian light crude. 
• However, OPEC has agreed to 
a 5% increase in oil taxes, which, 
happily, Saudi Arabia has 
refused to accept. Instead, 
however, Saudi Arabia has 
reportedly increased its 
"buyback" price of oil from 93% 
to 94.864%. These price in- 
creases will not raise the flow of 
oil money to OPEC by more 
than a few billion dollars above 
the estimated |65 billion surplus 
of foreign exchange and gold 
that the OPEC countries will 
acquire this year. 


Of course, by 1980, when the 


World Bank estimates that 
OPEC nations could have piled 
up $650 billion in foreign funds, 
their gains could be more sub- 
stantial. But sufficient unto the 
day is the evil thereof, as those 
who look on the bright side 
might put it.

Evaders Must Trade Rights For Amnesty

waive several of their con- 
stitutional rights and give up the 
protection from prosecution nor- 
mally afforded by the statute of 
limitations, the Justice Depart- 
ment said Thursday. 


Those who fail to satisfy the 


amnesty program's requirement 
that they spend up to 24 months 
in alternate public service will 
face possible prosecution for 
their original draft law 
violations, a department official 
aid.

miii'ary deserters, who are still 
subject to martial law and can

The Pentagon 
said four deserters already in 
custody when President Ford 
announced his offer Monday had 
been transferred to a "clemency 
center" at Ft. Benjamin 
Harrison, Ind. 


But a Defense Department 


spokesman said not a single 
deserter had turned himself in 
since Ford's announcement. 


The Justice Department con- 


ditions, which apply only to 
returning draft evaders, are con- 
tained in a form prepared for U. 
S. attorneys. 


Draft evaders who sign the 


form waive the statute of 
limitations on draft 'law 
violations and the constitutional 
rights to an indictment a speedy 
trial and protection from double 
jeopardy, the Justice Depart- 
ment said. 


In return, (he department 


said, the government will defer 
prosecution while the returnee 
earns the grant of amnesty. But 
the form contains the statement: 
"I understand that I may be 
prosecuted if I violate this 
agreement.'" 


A Justice Department official 


said the maximum penalty for 
conviction of draft evasion is five 
years' imprisonment, a $10,000 
fine or both. 


The official said he doubted if 


the statutory limit for prosecu- 


tion of any draft evaders is about 
to run out because the time an 
evader has spent in hiding, here 
or abroad, does not count. 


The Justice Department also 


drafted a standard letter, 
explaining the waiver of rights in 
return for deferral of prosecu- 
tion, to be presented to each 
evader who visits a U.S. attorney 
to discuss the amnesty program. 


A spokesman said any evader 


who visits a U.S. attorney and 
decides against seeking amnesty 
might be arrested immediately.

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Rocky Has $182.5 Million 
In Own Assets, Two Trusts 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Vice President- 


designate Nelson A. Rockefeller said 
Thursday that his personal fortune is |62.5 
million, and that he receives in addition in- 
come from trusts with total assets of $120 
million. 


Rockefeller issued those figures in ad- 


vance of congressional hearings on his con- 
firmation, saying he wanted to set the 
record straight because of misleading 
reports of his wealth. 


"... Total assets owned outright and in 


the two trusts amount to approximately 
$182.5 million," Rockefeller said in a state- 
ment distributed to newsmen. 


The former New York governor, an heir 


to one of America's great fortunes, said he 
issued the statement because of earlier 
reports that he had filed a statement with 
congressional committees reporting his net 
worth to be $33 million. 


At that time, Rockefeller was said to be 


preparing a revised account of his holdings. 


"I am concerned that incomplete and 


therefore misleading data about my per- 
sonal assets have been leaked to the press 
before I have had an opportunity to make 
an orderly presentation in connection with 
my nomination to the vice presidency," 
Rockefeller said. 


Rockefeller's confirmation hearings are 


to begin Monday before the Senate Rules 
Committee. 


"I shall give a frank and open statement 


of my background, my career, my 
associations, my purposes, my finances, 
and anything else the committee and the 
Congress quite properly wanth know," 
Rockefeller said. "To keep the record 
straight in the meantime, I announce now 
that the final and complete data I am sub- 
mitting show the net worth of my wife and 
myself to be $62.5 million ... 


"In addition to my personal assets, I 


receive the income during my lifetime of 
two trusts with total net assets of $120 
million," Rockefeller said. 


He said the leaked reports "gave a 


doubly erroneous impression" because 
they did not include that information. 


Rockefeller said the difference between 


the $62.5 million net worth figure he 
reported and the $33 million reported 
earlier by other sources "is largely ac- 
counted for by the fact that the leaked 
figure did not include the value of art and 
real estate I have already pledged to be 
given away for public use and enjoyment 
after my death ..." He said that fact was 
shown in his original report to con- 
gressional committees. 


"This factor alone accounts for $20.5 


million of the differences," Rockefeller 
said. "The remainder is accounted for by 
up-dated appraisals of art and real estate 
which were not available at the time of my 
initial submissions of data, plus some 
minor substantive changes." 


Roudebush Pledges Improvement At VA 


Washington (UPI) - Richard 


L. Roudebush, nominated to 
head the beleaguered Veterans 
Administration, pledged 
Thursday to totally re-examine 
the agency's structure and ser- 


vices and improve its manage- 
ment.

The Press And The Press Secretary 


President Ford found it necessary 


Wednesday to include in his speech to the 
United Nations General Assembly a public 
endorsement of Henry Kissinger and an af- 
firmation that Kissinger's twin duties as 
secretary of state and director of the 
National Security Council will not be 
changed. 


Why the President was compelled to 


make such remarks is a curious matter. A 
logical explanation would be that Kissinger 
demanded — directly or indirectly — a 
public endorsement by the President as a 
means to muffle recent criticism of the 
secretary's alleged role in U.S activities 
against foreign governments. Kissinger 
does not take kindly to criticism. 


When he was accused this summer of 


playing a major part in the past wiretap- 
ping of some of his aides and newsmen, 
Kissinger, at the time on tour with former 
President Nixon, threatened to resign un- 
less his name was cleared. After the now- 
famous Salzburg tantrum, the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee quickly, 
almost too quickly, cleared him and little 


more was heard of it. The public was 
pleased and relieved to learn that 
Kissinger, while maybe involved, was 
nevertheless blameless in the eyes of 
Congress. The public took that attitude 
because Kissinger is regarded as a national 
treasure. 


We have long been in awe of 


Kissinger's ability and style. He has earned 
the reputation as a Twentieth Century 
Prince Metternich and has worked 
wonders in the causes of peace and mutual 
understanding between powerful forces. 
But we sometimes wonder whether he 
should regard himself and should be 
regarded as faultless? 


There are indications that perhaps 


Kissinger has taken a heavy hand in direc- 
ting covert U.S. political activities abroad. 
Questions have arisen about it and we think 
the questions, rather than being cheap 
shots, are legitimate. At least they warrant 
discussion. If Kissinger believes he is 
beyond challenge, he will find life much 
more bearable as a private citizen. Nobody 
is indispensable. 


Interest In Evidence Remains 


Richard Nixon's pardon has not chilled 


interest in assuring that the full story of 
Watergate will some day be told. 


A sense of the Senate resolution has 


been passed calling on President Ford to 
make public all facts connected with the 
scandal. 


Senate Democratic Whip Robert Byrd 


of West Virginia is studying legislation 
which would authorize Special Prosecutor 
Leon Jaworski to make a full report on 
Nixon's role in Watergate. Byrd also wants 
Congress to urge Ford to keep all of 
Nixon's tapes and documents at the White 
House until the controversy is finally 
resolveoV 
~. 


Several other Democrats are said to be 


looking into possible legislation to turn the 
Watergate grand jury into a special panel

which would be empowered to make a 
"presentment" or statement of the 
evidence involving Nixon. 


We don't think efforts to uncover the 


coverup need to be strictly partisan. 
Republicans, many of whom have been un- 
derstandably concerned over the impact of 
the scandal on the party's image and also 
concerned with the welfare of Richard 
Nixon and thus approving of the pardon, 
should be equally as anxious that the truth 
come out now that Nixon has no further 
penalty to pay. 


We think there is need for a bipartisan 


effort in Congress to clear the way for a 
public presentation of evidence once 
criminal trials are concluded. 


Nebraskans have a right to expect that 


their representatives in Congress will lend 
their voices to such an effort.

BOSTON - A few hours before the news 


conference, someone deeply committed to 
President Ford was reflecting on what he 
needed to do Above all, this person said, Ford 
had to show that he was his own man, not tied 
to Richard Nixon in person or policy. For exam- 
ple, he should take care to avoid entanglement 
in whatever the C.I A. may have done in Chile 
during the Nixon years 


When he was asked about Chile that night, 


Ford proceeded to clasp the C.I. A. to his bosom.

When he became President, he seemed to

Gerald Ford remains a likeable human 


being, with no evidence of his predecessor's 
dark obsessions. But sometimes he makes it 
hard to be sure who is president. During the 
news conference he referred to Nixon eight 
times as "the president." Was that just slowness 
of mind, or something more revealing? 


Whatever the explanation of Gerald Ford's 


course, it is dear now that he is not going to be 
the miraculous figure for whom so many 
yearned. There is some good in mat, if we 
recognize ft, for we still need warnings against 
retiaace on presidents. Bat if we are realistic 
about the limftatiow of the presidency and 
Ford, then we mat look to Congress to take up 
some of the responsibility that it has abandoned 
to presidents over the last 91 years. 


The very issues handled in so puzzling a way 


by Ford demonstrate the need for Congress to 
play a larger rote An obvious example is the 
continuing use of White House funds for Nixon. 
Congress should act swiftly to see that he gets 
no public money except what is directly ap- 
propriated for him, and that limited to anything 
required by law. 


On the pardon, the continuing controversy 


about Haig's rote and the absence of any real 
explanation from Ford for acting so hastily 
suggest that there should be a congressional in- 
quiry. In any event, Congress must make sure 
thatallthefactscomeoutdespitethepardon.lt 
should give the special prosecutor any further 
powers he needs to tell the full story, including 
assured access to the Nixon papers and tapes. 


The appointment of Haig to the NATO post 


cries out for the most careful congressional 
examination. What was his rote in the obstruc- 
tion of the special prosecutor and the Senate 
Watergate Committee, for example, and in the 
illegal White House wiretapping? 


Not feast there is the large question of the 


C.I.A. and Chile. That is a special test of the 
congressional will, for in the past Congress has 
notoriously shirked its duty of oversight in 
regard to C.LA. activities.

Why, then, in an assignment

"One of 
our own" will soon have to cross 
the street, and on-the-job 
training is costly: Are newsmen 
not better off with a professional 
spokesman who understand the 
professional needs of jour- 
nalists?

He makes his home 
in the pitted no-man's-land of an 
adversary relationship and is 
primarily an advocate, inter- 
preter and amplifier. He must be 
more the president's man than 
the press's man, but he can be 
his own man as well. 


An honest man can take the 


job and infuse it with his own in- 
tegrity.

This 
proposed center already has 
received 194,000 from the City 
Council and is to be located in 
the Salvation Army Men's Social 
Service Center, with target 
opening date of Jan. 1. 


—A men's residential 


rehabilitation 
program. 


Specifically, the board proposes 
to eyoand and make more self- 
supporting the Houses of Hope. 
To do that, LCAD will seek an 
annual allocation of $30,000 from 
the City Council. , 


—An expansion of the 


women's residential rehabilita- 
tion facilities at St. Monica's 
Home for Women through a 
$10,000 annual allocation from 
the city. 


—A community public 


awareness program, including 
in-service training of staffs of ap- 
propriate agencies. The public 
information and education 
specialist would work directly 
with LCAD. This project would 
cost an estimated $20,000- of 
state, county or local funds. 


—Further development of 


direct services aimed at low- 
income alcoholics and their 
families. That service now is 
provided by the Lincoln Action

law enforcement community. 


Board president Don Nielson 


and Adams- agreed that Police 
Chief Joseph Carroll's position 
had shifted significantly since 
the initial meetings at which the 
proposed center was discussed. 


Carroll now has gone on 


record as saying it was "possible 
and perhaps desireable for the 
police to take (the public intoxi- 


cant) to sober house unless a 
crime had been committed, 
Adams said. "It was an impor- 
tant concession." 


As it now stands,'the arresting 


officer will have the" 'discretion of 
taking a person to jail or to the 
detoxification center, providing 
the individual agreed. " 


The board also, voted to 


change its by-laws,,tfius-altering 
the composition of the executive 
committee to allow more at- 
large members. As it is now, the 
executive committee is com- 
posed of the board's officers and 
two board members appointed 
by the president.ffirough the 
change, more thanrtwo'at-large 
members may serve.

Now, with the help of a new 


"call diverter," developed and 
marketed by Dictaphone, the in- 
coming calls to Mr. Stockbroker, 
Mr. Plumber or Dr. Doctor can 
be switched automatically to 
pre-set numbers. 


The diverter, small enough to

be placed next to a desk phone, 
can be connected to any stan- 
dard receiver that has two or 
more lines. When a person 
leaves the office, he can enter a 
number where he can be 
reached on the unit's 11-digit 
memory bank. When the 
diverter is activated, it receives, 
then holds an incoming call until 
the second pre-set local or long 
distance number is dialed, then 
patches the call onto the second 
number in just a few seconds. 


This process eliminates the 


necessity of an intermediary or a 
taped message service. Unlike a 
call answered by a taped 
message service, a diverted call 
results in no toll until the call is 
picked up at the second number, 
including direct-dialed long dis- 
tance calls.

Attempts Made To Feed, 
Shelter Cyprus Refugees 


NICOSIA, Cyprus (AP) - 


Relief experts are battling a host 
of problems to feed and shelter 
234,000 refugees of-the Cyprus 
war. 


Food, blankets, beds, money 


— even plastic jugs to cany 
water, and bags to hold dead 
bodies — have-been donated by 
dozens of countries including the 
United States, the Soviet Union, 
China, as well as Greece and 
Turkey. 


The government of Cyprus es- 


timates that the refugees' "food 
and lodging" bill is running 
1216,000 a day. The United 
Nations has appealed for $22 
million, to help the war victims 
on the island. 


So far the United States has 


made the biggest contribution, 
pledging $6.2 million, including 
tents, blankets and other 
supplies. China has given $165,- 
000 in medicine, canned food 
and blankets, ^and the Soviet 
Union has senrseed oil, sugar, 
fish and condensed milk. 


Red Cross officials say that 


Red Cross societies in half a 
dozen nations have sent 21.5 tons 
of powdered milk, more than 2 
tons of baby food, 150 tons of 
high-protein food, 8,192- cots, 20 


tons of medical supplies and 
110,776 blankets. 


About 80 per cent of the relief 


goes to the Greek zone, where 
183,800 Greek Cypriots have 
taken refuge since their towns 
and villages in northern Cyprus 
were occupied by the Turkish in- 
vaders. About 41,800 Turkish 
Cypriots are either camped at a 
British base on the south coast 
or marooned in their isolated 
villages in the south. 


Red Cross teams tour the 


island with relief supplies, 
sometimes using loudspeakers to 
coax frightened refugees from 
hiding places. 


Various relief officials say the 


supplies are getting to those who 
need them.

"I am a firm believer in experimenta- 


tion with makeup," she added. 


However, before experimenting with 


different shades of'foundations, blushers 
and lipsticks, Lincoln model Sherri 
Farkas advises women to first determine 
the types of skin they have and skin care 
programs necessary for individual com- 
plexion problems. 


"First find out what type of skin you 


have and then work with that," Ms. 
Farkas stressed. "Go to a cosmetic com- 
pany and get a facial (many local com- 
panies offer free facials) and find out 
about your skin." 


It is a known fact that the application of 


improper cosmetics will only perpetuate 
complexion problems, so Ms. Farkas ad- 
vises that women request the assistance 
of a dermatologist, if necessary. 


Not only will this save your skin, it will 


also save you money because you won't 
be buying bottle after bottle of founda- 
tion which changes colors when applied 
or causes skin disorders. 


After you have determined your skin 


type, the next step is to set up a skin care 
program, designed for your own com- 


plexion needs. However, a standard care 
and make-up application procedure was 
suggested by Ms. Bonn, which includes: 


—The removal of make-up at night 


using three applications of cleansing 
cream, followed by an application of a 
moisturizing or night cream. 


—Cleaning the face with cream in the 


morning to remove excess oils and dirt. 


—Application of moisturizing cream, 


over which the make-up foundation is 
applied. 


—A light dusting powder over the en- 


tire face. 


—Removing foundation make-up from 


the eyebrows with a tissue, followed by 
the application of color to the eyebrows 
and additional eye make-up, such as eye 
shadow and mascara.

cording to Mrs. Goldemburg. "You could 
make everything in the book for the price

One quarter cup strong fennel tea

Although the UK of all these items may 


seem to require a large investment, 
cosmetic supplies needn't cut a big chunk 
from your budget if you follow the advise 
of Ms. Bonn and Ms. Farkas. 


Even if you purchase the more expen- 


sive brands of make-up, it usually is 
money well spent because these items 
last for a long period of time, according to 
Ms. Bonn. 


"The housewife usually confines her 


make-up to her social life. Even for the 
business or career woman, money spent 
for cosmetics never reaches a point of 
staggering amounts," said Ms. Bonn, 
"not if you don't buy everything that 
comes on the market. 


"Also, often cosmetic companies will 


offer bonus packages or introductory 
gifts, so you get a chance to try many of 
the new items with just a small invest- 
ment. 


"And, of course, there are the inexpen- 


sive varieties of cosmetics," she noted. 
"Sometimes they are as good as the more 
expensive brands, but I'm not a real 
believer in that. Usually, you pay for what 
you get." 


Ms. Farkas agreed that it is indeed un- 


necessary and expensive to try to 
purchase every new item that is adver- 
tised. 
, 


"I don't bay make-up a" lot. I can't af- 


ford to," she said. "I use anything that I 
already have around the house." 


For example, "you don't have to go out 


and.pay $2.50 for a tube of white cover-up 
for dark circles under the eyes," she said. 
"A bottle of light foundation make-up 
that you might have at' home will work 
just as well. 


"Also, you can use Vaseline or baby oil 


on the lips rather than spending money 
for lip gloss. You can also use vaseline to 
remove make-up. It's good for your 
eyelashes, and when used under mascara, 
it makes your lashes look thicker. 


In addition, "baby oil is great around 


the eyes for night-time care," said the 
professional model, who spends ap- 
proximately $70 a year for cosmetics. 


Ms. Farkas "also suggested the use of 


alcohol as an astringent, especially for 
those with oily skin, and witch hazel as an 
inexpensive eye-relaxer. 


She -has also found that a mixture of 


cleansing cream and salt thoroughly 
cleans the skin of those with complextion 
problems in addition to "tightening it. - 


"Women can get by with the basics," 


she explained, "but start with a very 
clean complexion, day or night, and 
always use a moisturizer."

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Parents Fight For School At Home 
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Our concern went beyond the 
question of whether the 
children were learning the 
[nree R's... It was with schools 
"I general'' 


„,. By Gtendi a 
•Chicago, in. -rTzabeth 
ocoma, 7, came home in tears 
from school one day last spring. 
She had been given a pamphlet 
which described a mythical 
Mary Jane," the perfect child. 
A check list accompanying the 


description was supposed to let 
Lizabeth and her classmates see 
how they measured up to Mary 
Jane. Lizabeth didn't measure 
up at all. 


"She's so literal," her mother 


explained. "One of the questions 
was 'Did you brush your teeth 
carefully this morning?' 
Lizabeth wrote 'no.' She brushed 
her teeth but not carefully." 


The Mary Jane incident was 


the last straw for Lizabeth's 
parents, Richard and Julie 
Scoma, who live on the city's 
north side. They took both their 
daughters (Lizabeth and Nicole 
6) out of the Ravenswood Public 
School and began teaching them 
at home, as they are doing again 
this fall. 


They had tried for some time 


prior to that to get the school of- 
ficials to approve some arrange- 
ment so the children could be 
taught at home. 


"Our concern went beyond the 


question of whether the children 
were learning the three R's," 
said Richard Scoma. '"Both of 
them were making straight A's. 
And our complaint wasn't with 
the Ravenswood school in par- 
ticular. It was with schools in 
general. We didn't like the at- 
titudes the girls were beginning 
to absorb, the narrow portrait of 
the 'good citizen' that was being 
drawn for them." 


The action by the Scomas in 


deciding on home education for 
their daughters, may result in a 
precedent setting attack on com- 
pulsory education. 


To re-enforce the .Scomas' 


position'and keep- the school 
board from bringing criminal 
charges-against them, their at- 
torney, Lawrence Schlam, sued 
the Chicago school board and 
Superintendent James F. Red- 
mond. 


The important part of the 


pleading, as far as national and 
perhaps international im- 
plications in deucation are con- 
cerned, is based on the Bill of 
Rights and the due process and 
equal protection clauses of the 
Fourteenth Amendment. 


"What this could establish " 


says law Professor Stephen 
Sugarman of the University of 
California in Berkeley, a school 
law expert, "is a constitutional 
right to home instruction." 


The courts, he added, have up- 


held many other suits permitting 
parents for religious reasons to 
teach their children outside the 
public school system. 


Courts also have upheld the 


operation of private schools. 
Other cases challenging school 
compulsory attendence laws 
have been based on state 
statutes, but none on the par- 
ticular issues of the con- 
stitutional right, said Professor 
Sugarman. 


If the Scomas win their case, 


he added, it could affect many 
state regulations. In California, 
for example, parents cannot give 
their children "equivalent" 
home instruction unless they are 
licensed teachers. The Scoma 
case could change that. 


Both the Scomas are artists 


(Richard Scoma is also an 
architect) and both work full- 
time at home. They are neat and 
well groomed. And as Julie 
Scoma says, "I'm

The Scoma case has become 


part of the Juvenile Justice 
program of the Youth Network 
Council of Chicago, a coalition of 
26 youth-help 
organizations 


similar to others in the United 
States and Canada.. 


The Juvenile Justice program 


in the Chicago region, like others 
elsewhere, is financed with a 
$100,000 federal grant from the 
Office of Youth Development of 
the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare. 


The council is interested in the

Scoma case, not because of the 
Scoma children, but because of 
the challenge it makes of the 
compulsory school attendence 
law of the state of Illinois. Forty- 
eight other states have similar 
laws. 


The council is interested in 


alternative help to youths who 
have problems and don't fit into 
a regular school environment, 
wlthough they remain governed 
by the compulsory attendence 
law. They become truants or 
classroom disrupters. 


Implications of the Scoma 


case spreads beyond the upstairs 
classroom in their home. It is 
considered one of many 
challenges to existing education 
by parents and groups of parents 
interested in broadening educa- 
tion for their children. 


"Dissatisfaction with 


American education is more 
widespread than most people 
realize," says attorney Schlam, 
who specializes in youth work. 
"The 'parents' schools,' 'free 
schools' and 'alternate schools' 
that have sprung up all over the 
place in the last 10 years are just 
one indication." 


Progressive experiments 


within the schools proliferated, 
too, he says, "but most of those 
are still quite cautious. A school 
like England's Summerhill 
(where children pick the sub- 
jects they study) would still be il- 
legal in Illinois or New York, 


For instance. And schools that 
say they have abolished report 
cards often send out sheets of 
white paper instead, that tell 
parents whether their children 
are performing excellent, 
satisfactory, good or poor." 


He feels the Scoma case'is an 


ideal one to test the laws 
because both of them are well- 
educated and able to provide 
schooling equivalent to that 
demanded by the state. 


"The state is very noble in 


taking upon itself the respon- 
sibility for basic, "minimal 
education," he adds. "But if a 
child's parents are qualified, 
they should have the primary 
right to determine the welfare 
and education of their child. If 
they fail — that's the time for a 
state to interfere." 


The Scomas have set aside a 


room in their three-story Vic- 
torian home on Chicago's north 
side. At 9:30 a.m. the children 
climb the stairs to begin their 
reading, writing and arithmetic 
as well as other courses which 
include science and social 
science, civics, piano, music ap- 
preciation and art. Their typical 
school days last five hours, with 
time out for lunch and physical 
education. An extra tutor, with a 
degree in education, has also 
been hired to supplement the 
Scomas' teaching. 


The Scomas say they never 


meant to be troublemakers. "We

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don't even say that public 
schools are wrong for everyone. 
They're just wrong for us. There 
should be more flexibility in the 
school system, more room for 
variety. The goal — that of 
developing a decent, thinking 
knowledgeable adult — should 
be kept in mind more than the 
day-to-day petty means to; an 
end," they say. 


When they first tried to take 


their children out of school, they 
sought a way to do it with the 
approval of the school board. 
"We offered to let the children 
take periodic equivalency tests," 
Scoma said. "But the principal 
and the district superintendent 
and the school board people, all 
of them reacted completely 
defensively and with anger. They 
wouldn't even listen to our side 
of the story." 


How long do they plan to teach 


the children at home? "I don't 
know," Scoma said. "We will 
have to keep reassessing this 
constantly. I hope until high 
school, though."

Little Student Response 


A Wednesday hearing to get 


student reaction to Title IX of 
the Educational Amendments 
Act of 1972 brought little 
response from University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln students. 


Title IX outlaws discrimina- 


tion based on sex in educational 
institutions which receive 
federal funds, and the tentative 
guidelines for the law include 
student admissions, treatment of 
students and employment, 
explained Don Armbrust, one of 
two students on UNL's six- 
member Ad Hoc Title IX Com- 
mittee. 


Areas 
which 
need 


strengthening were presented by 
Sue Aitcheson, representing the 
University Women's Action 
Group. 


These areas include specifying 


procedures for textbook and 
curriculum review, prohibiting 
discrimination for the Rhodes 
Scholarship and additionally 
covering admissions to private 
professional and vocational un- 
dergraduate schools. These 
areas are exempted under the 
current guidelines. 


Title IX will probably not 


affect social sororities and 
fraternities which do not receive 
financial support or housing 
from the educational system, ac- 
cording to John Burg, president 
of the Interfraternity Council. 


An unidentified female stu- 


dent suggested that the universi- 
ty establish affirmative action 
plans to stop recruitment dis- 
crimination in the university's 
medical, dental and law schools. 


Under the current guidelines, 


intramural programs will have 
to be co-educational, pointed out 
Ruth Spencer, UNL junior and 
member of the Ad Hoc com- 
mittee. This could affect the 
UNL intramural program which 
now offers sex-segregated, as 
well as co-educational, team,, 
sports programs.

Fairbury Dorm 
Loss Improbable

Southeast Nebruki BOKM 
Fairbury - Officiate of the 


Fairbuiy campus of Southeast 
Nebraska Technical Community 
College (SeTech) met Thursday 
with federal officials about 
financial problems at Scott Hall, 
a dormitory. 


The SeTech officials came 


away relieved that the U.S. 
Department of Housing and Ur- 
ban Development (HUD) 
probably will not foreclose on 
the school's delinquent bond 
payments. 


Attending the meeting were 


Fairbury campus director 
Eugene Marcy, college area 
president Robert Eicher, 
Southeast Area board attorney 
Douglas Curry, Richard Safarik, 
fiscal director of SeTech, and 
Howard Mannschreck, area 
board member of Fairbury. 


Representing HUD were Winn 


Powers of the Region VII office 
in Kansas City and George Vogel 
of HUD's Omaha office. 


HUD Owns Bond 


HUD owns the bond on the 


dorm and Lincoln's National 
Bank of Commerce administers 
the indenture. 


However, the school has never 


been able to meet its obligation 
and Eicher told the Southeast 
Area Board Tuesday "It does not 
appear to me we have sufficient 
funds to meet our interest 
payment," let alone the full $32,- 
000 owed. "We will be in 
default," Eicher said. 


The dorm has a 128-student 


capacity and at the end of last 
semester, 87 students lived 
there. The elimination of the 
Fairbury College football 
program contributed to the drop 
in the number of dorm residents 
to below 50. 


"We are "charging |900 room 


and board," Eicher said, "and at 
that rate, we could not break 
even at 95% occupancy." 


The school has met its obliga- 


tion with money from the 
general fund, which is actually il- 
legal, according to the inden- 
ture. Now even that money is 
gone. 


The HUD officials said they 


were on a fact-finding mission, 
not trying to resolve the finan- 


cial troubles. In fact, 
«««d, "HUD never h«, ana 
doesn't want to, foreclose the 
bond on a dormitory. HUD's of- 
ficial posture is to cooperate " 


The group discussed other 


uses of the dorm to generate 
revenue, for instance, using part 
of it for theater productionTa 
bookstore, or an expanded 
library. All funds must go to a 
revenue account and then be 
forwarded to the government. 


The HUD officials asked 


whether there is any possibility 
of the school getting funds from 
the state, county or local 
governments. Eicher said no. 


The Fairbury campus 


representatives also indicated 
tuition could not be cut to attract 
more students. 


Tuition Is $138 


"Our tuition is $130 a semester 


and we are being criticized for 
low tuition now," Eicher said. 


Marcy said there is "no ques- 


tion in my mind occupancy will 
go up next year." He said bad 
feelings about living in the dorm 
last year gave it a bad reputa- 
tion. He said he is certain that 
will change. 


The course SeTech apparently 


will take is to request a 
moratorium on payments of the 
principle and interest. Marcy 
said a detailed financial report 
will be presented to the area 
board at a meeting before Oct. 8. 


That financial information and 


the future of the dorm will be 
sent to HUD, which will have the

Four years, 14,650 miles, 


twenty-one pairs of shoes and 


" four mules later. David Kunst is 
within days os seeing a dream 
come true. 


That dream is to walk around 


the world. 


I found Kunst striding down 


Interstate 180 about a mile out of 
Lincoln, his lanky frame eating 
up distance at a surprising rate. 


Resting on the seat of a 


photographer's car, Kunst rum- 
maged through a blue knapsack 
bearing the word's "world 
walker" to find the newspaper 
clippings and letters from 
dignitaries he carries with him, 
along with a razor, toothbrush, 
and one extra change of slacks, a 
shirt and shorts. 


Modified Shoes 


His "dog chaser" (a car anten- 


na) lay near his feet. He was clad 
in black sturdy shoes with slits 
cut along the sides for ventila- 
tion and another hole cut out 
near the tongue to ease a blister. 


"I've just got a natural gait," 


he said, handing over the clip- 
pings and letters. "I can do 40 
miles a day and push 50." 


When he started out from 


Waseca, Minn, on June 20,1970, 
Kunst said, he thought he was 
doing extremely well when he 
made 18 in one day. 


Lots of things have changed 


over the years. For one thing, 
Kunst said, he has changed. 
Later in the State Capitol while 
he waited to meet Gov. J. James 
Exon, Kunst told Lt. Frank 


" Marsh, "I've got a lot more con- 


fidence in myself. You would 
have had to see me before to 
know it." 


Well Treated 


Whether it was that con- 


fidence or the unique appeal of 
the man and his endeavor, Kunst 
did all right for himself in Lin- 
coln. 


He visited with the governor, 


was awarded a key to the city 
and stayed at the new Lincoln 
Hilton, compliments of the 
Chamber of Commerce. 


All that was very nice, but Lin- 


coln's civic pride should not 
swell to the bursting point. 


Over the years he has stayed in 


some of Europe's finest hotels. 
In Portugal, village populations 
would turn out with cheese, 
wine and bread. 


Met Princess 


In Monaco he met Princess 


Grace in the royal palace. In 
Tabriz, Iran, he was given a 
silver chalice. In Mashhad, Iran, 
he was given a 20-pound marble 
vase. 


Those bits of memorabilia, 


and many others, may some day 
be displayed in the Waseca, 
Minn., library if the town fathers 
can get a special addition built, 
Kunst said. 


While there has been good 


living along the way, there have 
been bad times, as well as 
tragedy. 


Kunst said he has slept on pic- 


nic tables, in restrooms, in tents, 
in a mule-drawn wagon, and in a 
bullring. He's walked through 
weather ranging from 128 
degrees in Afghanistan to below 
zero in eastern Turkey. 


Brother Slain 


In Afghanistan Dave and his 


brother, John, were attacked by 
bandits. John, who had accom- 
panied him on the trip, was 
killed. David was wounded. 


Kunst said that the bandits ap- 


parently had been misled by ar- 
ticles in local newspapers stating 
that he and his brothers were 
carrying money they had 
collected for UNICEF. 


The brothers decided to 


promote the efforts of UNICEF 
two weeks after they set out, en- 
couraging donations to local 
chapters. They have never 
carried the money with them, he 
said. 


'Not Enough' 


Although the amount that has 


been donated is difficult to es- 
timate, Kunst said, UNICEF of- 
ficials believe it is more than 
$16,000. Whatever has been 
raised, he said "is not enough." 


The trip around the world, 


Kunst said, has left him with the 
firm belief that "being an 
American is damn good." 


"I'm lucky because I can get a 


United States passport and look 
at other countries, but I can 
always come back," he said.

Marvel and 
myself." 


He continued: "It's obviously 


part of Sen. Marvel's strategy 
and desperate attempt to win to 
see how he may somehow sneak 
forward with a plurality. Most 
people concur that Sen. Marvel 
and myself are the majof can- 
didates." 


The key factor, he said, is how 


successful Marvel is in "his 
desperate attempts to whip 
Republicans into line to vote for 
him and him onfy. 


"Registered Republicans, like 


registered Democrats, are and 
have proven they do not 
automatically follow traditional 
partisan lines in their votes, at 
least for governor," he said. 


Exon would not predict what 


the final vote percentages will 
be, but he said his goal is to do at 
least as well as he did in the 1970 
election. In that election, he said 
he received 54% of the vote. 


"The feeling I pick up around 


the state from Democrats and a 
surprising 
number 
of 


Republicans is that we have a 
good chance of winning," he 
said.

Exon acknowledged that he 


' has not put in as much time cam- 
paigning as he did four years 
ago. He said the state's annual 
budgeting process has taken 
much of his time. 


"People always talk about the 


advantages an incumbent has, 
but they don't realize that he has 
the responsibility of carrying on 
the state's business," he said. 


Exon said he is taking nothing 


for granted. He said he has 
scheduled some heavy cam- 
paigning for the last six weeks of 
the campaign.

York High School probably can see lit- 


tle good coming from its being assigned a 
Class A school Wednesday. But maybe 
it's what this state needed to realize it has 
some archaic enrollment classification 
procedures. 


If it takes a jolt to stir some action, 


then York's unwanted Class A status 
could produce some positive results from 
the Nebraska School Activities Associa- 
tion (NSAA). 


Actually, that should read from the 


Representative Assembly, the NSAA 
executive secretary Les Chamberlin's 
proposal to change the classification 
procedure. 


C'hamberlin suggested that enrollment 


figures be obtained the last day of school 
and computed in the summer so that 


schools know then- classification before 
the fall term begins. 


C'hamberlin believes it would eliminate 


enrollment guesswork and prevent sur- 
prises such as York received. 


But, in light of a state high school foot- 


ball playoff being inaugurated next fall in 
Nebraska, even Chamberlin's proposal 
would be out-dated. 


If the NSAA continues its practice of 


waiting to obtain enrollment figures on 
the sixth day of school before deter- 
mining classifications, it could be chaos 
tor many schools next fall. 


Should those' schools incorrectly 


predict into what class they will fall and 
then work their football schedules accor- 
dingly, they could see- their playoff 
possibilities evaporate before they even 
start. 


That's based on the point system 


playoff plan, which penalizes teams com- 
peting below their respective 
classifications. Therefore, schools should 
know their classification at least a year 
ahead to insure adequate scheduling 
time. 


C'hamberlin has seen the NSAA classify 


schools in the same way for the last 41 
years as an administrator, NSAA Board of 
Control menber and NSAA executive 
secretary. 


"It's been done the same way for so 


long with most people satisfied that 
maybe something like York getting jolted 
uill get people working on a better 
system a little more," notes Chamberlin. 


"We've had the 32-school Class A setup 


for 10 to 12 years now and ordinarily, it's 
pretty well set or at least predictable," 


adds Chamberlin. "Classes C and 0 are 
the problems. They jump six or seven 
schools around every year." 


Is there an answer to the classification 


problem? 


Perhaps it will come from the next 


Representative Assembly, which meets in 
Lincoln next April. Chamberlin already 
has been informed there will be a 
' proposal to "freeze" classifications for 
two or three years "until it can be worked 
out" to better satisfaction. 


"I don't know if the proposal would 


pass," acknowledges Chamberlin, who's 
already been turned down once by the 
Representative Assembly. 


He does realize some solution, no 


matter how temporary, must be found to 
meet the demands of a state high school 
tootball playoff. And that's less than 12 
months away.

Must Ed Board Show 'Just Cause'? 


By The Associated Press 
The State Supreme Court has 


asked Thursday to decide if a 
school board has to show "just 
cause" to fire a teacher. 


Ted Ressner, arguing the case 


for Dorothy Schultz, said the 
Dorchester School District had 
ho right to fire her because it did 
not show just cause. 


Jack L. Craven, an attorney 


for the school district, said that 
there was no requirement to 
show just cause. He said the law 
only required that a hearing be 
held to allow a teacher to protest 
her firing, and the law did not 
require the school district to 


show just cause at the hearing. 


Ressner said the legislature, 


when it passed the teacher con- 
tract law in 1971, intended that 
the school district should have to 
show cause for dismissal. 


The law does not specifically 


require just cause, but Ressner 
said that it implied it. 


Craven said the legislature had 


inserted just cause in earlier 
drafts of the bill and must hve 
taken it out because it did not 
want to require it for dismissal. 


The case has been in federal 


district court, but Ressner said 


U.S. District Judge Warren K. 
Urbom declined to decide 
whether the law required just 
cause for teacher firing. 


But Ressner said he believed 


Urbom would reconsider his de- 
cision if the state Supreme Court 
did not act.

Vertical and 
horizontal support of the system shall be 
installed in accordance with the manufac- 
turer's recommendations and subject to 
specific approval of the Administrative 
Authority. Special provisions for support 
of plastic piping subject to hot water dis- 
charges shall be made such that the 
piping will not sag or distort from such 
discharge. 


The drain and waste systems of com- 


mercial laundries and commercial 
kitchens shall be of materials above 
specified, except ABS or-PVC plastic 
piping. Said plastic piping in the plum- 
bing system may be used at a point 
downstream from the laundry or kitchen

such that the high 


temperature water discharge potentials 
can be shown to the satisfaction of the Ad- 
ministrative Authority to be sufficiently 
dilluted and capable of being integrated 
into the plumbing system with no 
detrimental effect on the system and 
must be specifically approved by the Ad- 
ministrative Authority. 


Connections of plastic piping to plum- 


bing fixtures that are subject to vibration 
or flexure shall be accomplished with fit- 
tings (other than threaded plastic fit- 
tings) such that the fitting is capable of 
preventing damage to the plastic piping 
from such vibration or flexure. 


11.2.1 Building Sewer

The building sewer shall be installed in 


a trench separate from the water service 
and shall be of either asbestos cement;

weight or heavier; concrete soil pipe;
